Canal system takes legislative route 



TWIN FALLS - A bill written by 
the Twin Falls Canal Co. lo cushion 
Uio blow of an unfavorable court 
decision wfll sooo be presented to (he 
Idaho Legislature. 
~i;aBt"summerrfl"'5Mlsion-by-the- 
Idaho Supreme Court gave the Ca- 
liyon View Irrigation Co. the right to 
share a portion ol the Twin Falls 
Canal Co. s canal system despite ob- 
jections from the company. 

Although there are many canal 
company stockholders who would like 
-to k ee p Canyon View out of th e s ystem- 
. CQtifely. said John. KosholOanai 
company lawyer, the only way lQ_do 
that In light of the court's decision Is 
with an amendment lo the state con- 



stitution or an appeal to the VM,-

Rosholt told about 75 people atten- 
ding the canal' company's annual 
meeting Tuesday that an jimendment 
probably cduld'not'be passed aW the 
company does not want to go through 
the time and expense of appealing the 
court's decision to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

The canal company board of 
directors decided its best option was 
to pursue legislation aimed at 
el Iminating.some of the b iggest pro-' 
biems.posed_by the cfliuOBflslon,- 
-Rosholt said. 

Canyon View wants to use a portion 
of the company's canal system to 



carry water from Mllner Dam to the 
beginning of a proposed canal svstem 
of its own south of Buhl, ,\f[er a 
six-year legal battle, the state 
Supreme. Court^sald_lhe_canal com- ^ 
pany cannot refuse access to the cana! 
system as long as Canyon Viow pays 
tor any Improvements necessary to 
the system and for any increased 
operating expenses. 

The court recently turned down a 
request for a rehearing from the canal 
company.

The Supreme Court placed no value 
on the existing canal system when

"The proposed bill would make Ca-" 
nyon View pay the canal company for 
ihc right lo use the system. 

"The cana! must have some value,"

expand the system, he said. 

The second major point in the 
proposed bill would ensure control of 
the canal system remaining with Ihe 
canal company.

Deathly freeze sends chill up Atlantic Coast

Deathly cold that hovered across the Atlantic 
Seaboard glutted waterways wllh ice Tuesday 
.and prompted a statewide energy emergency

The deepest freeze In decades brought 8-

crops and chased away sun-seeking tourists. 

unrelenting cold strangling the East left at 
least six people dead. One man froze to death in 
Florida, ana another died trying lo keep his" 
home warm with a charcoal grill. 

In Vermont, a 63-year old man fell on his 
doorstep and froze to death where he lay. 

MaEsnchusetIs Gov. Edward J. King de- 
clared a statewide energy emergency and 
warned that the state faces a severe gas 
shortage unless Immediate conservation steps 
are taken. 

Cars groaned under Arctic stress In New 
- York and Boston. Traffic slowed behind reluc- 



tant autos and commuters grumbled. Boats 
were locked In Ice In New England ports. 

Worsening Ice'conditlons prevented a barge 
from delivering desperately needed fuel oil to 
Nantucket Isla nd off the Massachus etts coast. -

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Alexander Malg refused to say 
he l3 sorry for his role In theNlxon While House and lulurc 
housing chief Samuel Pierce pledged to aid Ihc needy In 
Senate confirmation hearings Tuesday on Ronald 
Reagan's Cabinet.

Relations Committee, where Secretary of Slale-designatc 
Halg denied any wrongdoing while Richard Nixon's chief 
of staff and said it would bo a tragedy to have Watergate 
'Yebom" in the current hearings. _ 

DlBplaylngTxjlh anger and emollon'in'his fourth day o'n 
the stand, the retired four-star general said Watergate 
resulted from "honest differences of opinion between 
honest men," and told Sen. Paul San>anes, D-Md.: - 
-'Nobody has a monopoly on virtue — not even you, 
senator." 

"I never willingly, consciously or unconsciously, 
participated In anything that 1 cqQ&Idered wrong. Immor- 
al or Illegal," he told the panel.

Police identify Atlanta skeleton 



ATLANTA (UPI) - Police announced Tuesday that one 
of the two skeletons they found last week was that of 
ll-year-old Christopher Phllepe Richardson, who 
vanished June 9 on his way to a swlmmlngpool. 
. He became the latest confirmed victim among a dozen 
black children from low-Income homes abducted and 
killed over the past 18 months. 
. Four more are officially listed as missing — but 
authorities have not yet been able to identify the second 
skeleton found hi a wooded area of southwest Atlanta

Christopher, who was 5 feet tall and weighed 85 pounds, 
was last seen on his home street In Decatur, an Atlanta 
suburb, with a towel over his shoulder-beaded' for a 
swlmmlngpool. 
He disappeared in the eastern edge of the "metropolitan 



area and his remains were found on the southwestern 
edge — at least 12 miles away. 

Authorities had little doubt that the second skeleton, 
' found about 50 yards from ChrostoiAer's^ would prove to 
be one of the four children remalnlngon the missing list. 

But "the process of Identification Is going to take some 
time;" assistant medical examiner Saleh Zakl said, 

He said the condition of the remains and the amount and 
nature of information available on the missing children 
have hampered progress.

Only two of the 16 victims have been girls.

This approach dis- 
regards our representative form of gov- 
ernment and seems to Jiank-on. the premise, 
"that people will usually vote "ho"1or things 
they don't understand. Planning and zoning is 
especially prone to misunderstanding because 
of its intracaciestand-beeause ot .Uie,;wide 
variatioriln people's beliefs and understand- 
ing. Asking citizens to vote on planning and 
zoning without specifying -what kllid or how 
much is like asking them to vote oh whether or 
^not they want alcohol or.traftic control laws. . 

Detractors of the LPA do ^ a disservice by 
saying that the Act is state control. That Is not 
the case. While the LPA regulres localities to 
plan, the comprehensive plans and ordinances 
are to be designed locally to fit area conditions 
and local citizens. Ordinances are ad- 
rainistcredithroughJocaLofficlals_after:Tet- 
ommendation-from-volunteer-planning com- 
missions. There are no provisions In the law 
for state control, state supervision, or state 
penalty for cities and counties that don't plan.

birth defects. 

In Issuing the warnliiirFDA Com- 
mlssloncr Jcrc Goyan cited a recently 
completed FDA study which found 
that Dlrth defects and dfelayed skeletal ' 
development occurred In tne offspring^ 
of pregnant rats which had been fed ' 
doses of caffehie. Tho Impaired' 
skeletal- devetepment occurred a^ 
levels as low as the equivalent of two~ 
cups of coffee a day for humans.

Without the Sun Valley contribution, local officials say 
Uiey w ould have had to wait three lo four years lo qualify 
lor the entire amount of federal funds.
